W e are reminded d aily of the 
fact that abuse of dumb anim als con­ 
sists not alone in beating them, but 
also in the slow torture which is some­ 
times indicted thoughtlessly by the 


owner or keeper. 
Man may bring much unnecessary 
suffering upon the horse thatser\es 
him by lack of care, causing him to 
work in a harness that does not fit, 


etc 
The special case which prompted 
this article, however, is that of a horse 
which has been left tied for several 
days past in the glare of the b.azing 
sun from morning to noOn and from 
noon to evening while his master is 
employed on a building across the 
street. 
Th e poor horse stands in a 
ditch, tied to the roadside fence, so 
that relief from any passing breeze is 
impossible, 
Ho is left hitched to the 
buggy, which prevents the freedom of 
movement so necessary to anim al na­ 
ture. 
It seems bad enough to tie 
a horse these hot summer days in the 
shade with freedom to move about 
from -ide to side, but to tie a horse 
hitched to a buggy in a ditch where 
the chance breeze is broken from all 
sides, 
and 
the 
sun 
showering 
its 
hot rays upon him is extreme cruelty. 
W e confidently believe, that, when this 
m atter is brought to the notice of the 
owner, he w ill do all he can to make 
his horse comfortable while he waits to 
take his master home. 
This is not the 
only case in Dixon where horses are 
tied hitched to a buggy for five or six 
hour- at a time, but the situation be­ 
cause of the sun and ditch is extrem ely 


cruel. 
W e believe that no m erciful man w ill 
even leave* his horse to stand in the 
hafts for a half-day at a time when un­ 
protected from sun and storm. 
W e 
ave noticed many cases where this 
has been done, and have always felt 
that the owner did not realize what he 
did. 
A nim al nature is not designed for 


inaction. 
You men who tie your horses a? men­ 
tioned stand in one place for an hour, 
having only the privilege of occassion- 
allv lifting one foot, and see how pleas­ 
urable it is. 
Then m ultiply your feei- 
ingt by live and yeu w ill begin to ex­

“ Did you ever see a man shot for de­ 
sertion r” 
“ Yes, several of them. 
The first one 
was a man of our brigade. He deserted 
w hile we were near Fredericksburg and 
joined the Confederate army. 
A few 
weeks before we started for Gettysburg 
a Confederate d* sertvr reached the liues 
of another brigade and was placed un­ 
der guard. 
A soldier of our brigade 
passing that way saw tin* Confederate 
and was surprised to find that he was 
the man who had deserted from his 
company a few weeks before. 
Found 
guilty, he was sentenced to be shot. 
The day upon which in* was to die we 
were on the way to Pennsylvania to 
help fight the great deciding battle. The 
deserter was placed in an ambulance, 
by his coffin, that morning. 
At noon, 
after hardtack, pork and 
coffee, the 
brigade formed three lines of a square, 
when the deserter was marched from 
right to left of the line and seated upon 
the coffin. 
Twelve men were marched 
two or three rod« from him. The officer 
gave the command, ‘ Ready, aim, tire! 
The crim inal fell back on his coffin, 
pierced by five or six bullets. 
'1 In* bur­ 
ial followed immediately, without serv­ 
ice, and tin* brigade pulled out, the 
baud playing a quickstep. 
“ After tin* battle of Gettysburg, and 
when the Fifth corps was camped near 
the Rappahannock river, in September, 
tin* whole command was formed 
oil 
three sides of a square, the customary 
formation, and witnessed the shooting 
of five deserters. A ll of them were of 
the class known as bounty jumpers. 
They had d* si rted several times, one of 
tin in live times. 
3 hey were New Work­ 
ers. A desperate effort had been made to 
save their lives, 
¡¡several committees 
from the great city had waited upon 
P h sident Lincoln and pleaded for them. 
The w ives and children of two of them 
visited tin* president, but Mr. Lincoln 
could not be moved. He had overlooked 
the offense in hundreds of instances, 
but tin* time had come when the dis­ 
cipline of the army demanded the se­ 
verest punishnu nt of soldiers 
found 
guilty of that crime. 
“ ¡Sec retary ¡Stanton, for a year before 
Mr. Lincoln had refused to su punish 
deserters, had pleaded with him to let 
the law have its way. 
Mr. ¡Stanton had 
told the president many a time that his 
soft heart was spoiling the army and 
endangering the life of the nation, hut 
Mr. Lincoln paid little heed until 18*53. 
“ In some portions of the army it was 
the custom to hang des» rters, but in 
most instances they were shot, and in 
the presence of their respective com­ 
mands, as described. 
The effect was 
magical. 
Desertions were little heard 
of for the next few months.” — Chieagt 
Times-Herald.
